Fright- 
ened by the sight, the tramps yelled at 
Beter, w ho paid no attention. A moment 
later th»y were horrified to see him draw 
n silk hs ndkerchlef from his tocket, cool- 
ly knot it around his n*ck und fasten it to 
a bar in t he cell door.
